USIIMKN. Holtenlots and] 
Bantiis form the three] 
main ethnic slock.s in South 
Africa", declared Professor H. 
B. Fantham in an address be- 
fore the Biological Society last 
night on the subject "Some 
Primitive Peoples and AnimaKs 
of South Africa". Before the 
migration of the three racial 

groups into the aoulhcrn part of the 
continent, little evidence exists for the 
presence of mnn. Tho first peopio to 
push south were the prlmilivo Bush- 
men, now dying out and confined to the 
Kalahari Desert. Following them came 
the Hottentots, people with tribal or- 
g.inization and greater social develop- 
ment, only to be in turn driven further 
south by fierce Uantus from the north. 
None of these peoples were true Negro 
races, whose true ancestral homo was 
the Sudan, but show a large admlMuro 
of Semitic and probably Hamitic blood.

rE Daily annually has the plctsure of 
congr.\ttilating' the successful candi- 
dates after the pcneral elections in ^larch.

months later his Beloved Kriend (how far hl« death 
h.vMoncd hers may never bp known) was dead, after 
lingering for years, a physical nnd mental wreck. 

Much as nomola NiJInsky nnd Stone, in their 
biographies ot Nljinsky and Vincent van Gogh, write 
princlp.illy about the m.in rather than fhe art they 
pursue (though the two arc inseparably linked) .so do 
tiowen and Meek depict tho man himself here In all 
his weaknesses. Like Gogh. Tchalkowsky never dis- 
covered hintsetf till he was in his twenties but unlike 
Gogh, ho brought the ciu.ilitles 'of a genius to the 
i ni-.ise which had come to claim him. Kudejda became 
thb Theo to the GoghLw weaknesses in Tchaikow- 
sky— those failings which demanded unswerving de- 
votion, compliance with every'wlsh, incessant praiso 
and encouragement— and money.' 

"You aio noihinir but your music, while your 
music is nothing but you." .So *ror« Nadtjda to 
Peter in 3.SÇ0. As Millet is termed tho pure artist so 
did Tcbaikowsky live, breathe, think and find, his 
only solace in music. It was as necessary to his vcry 
ej;lstencc as was this sole ano^J; ne to Is'adcjdd who, 
sitting in a darkened locked room, would listen en- 
tranced to the privileged Russian artists playing in 
another room. The ephemeral virtues o( fame be 
only too bitterly recognized; "untU my last. breath 1 
sl'.aU tp.\ upon tlie wor'.d, its opinion, its fame and 
its honore." To her queries about tho construction 
of symphonies h^ rci)lie.'j: "11 :.>: a purely lyrical pro- 
ciitt, a niuslcai confession of the soul that, filled with 
the experiences of a lifetime, pours itself out through 
sbund, just as the lyric poet pours himself out in 
verse. Tht difference is that music Is an incompar- 
ably more delicate and powerful langu.igo in which 
to express ihe thousand varl-colored moments of the 
spiritual life. Usually the «ced of a future musical 
creation germinate instantaneously and most unex- 
i'cctcdly. If the soil Is eager, if there is a disposition 
10 work, thiil ficcd t'lkoa root with (imazing power 
and spcfcd. ap.iears above the ground us a llttlo stalk 
which puts fortl» leaves and branchcu and finally, 
flowers. Words are vain to toll you the boundless 
Joy that comes over me when a new Idea is concefvcd 
and ijegijii to lake diiflnitc stu(;o. Ont foigfils uvci-y- 
tiiing; one i.^ a madman, trembling tuid qulvoi-ing In 
every organ .... Ono tiling, liowcvcr, is indls- 
licnsablc; the main idea of the piece, together with a 
general ouUine of the separate parts, niuat not bo 
lound. through .•stiarching but must iiiiiipiy appour— a 
iciull of that suponiaturuJ, incomiirelicnslijlo and 
tjovor-aualyied pciwir called inspiration. Not for 
nothing do artists call their work their children. Qiv- 
ing birth to thcin, ono experiences tho palit and de- 
HîJii of joal iittvuil, and at the same l)rao one Joy- 
fully diiUclputeu bil'tll."

The story con- 
cerns a,group of Kiis.'iinn rbfugoe.s; tholr' offerts to 
escape tho general nias.saero of ari.stocrals by the 
Reds, and their subsequent strug.gles for existence In 
the various capitals of Jiurope. These men and women 
who had been accustomed' to ull tho luxuries and 
pleasures life and money can offer, now found It al- 
most impossible to earn the bare necessities of life 
in a world tiirnnd top.sy-lurvy by war. 'WlDi a hoot 
of fellow emlgre-ç they passed through Constantinople. 
Vienna, Berlin and Parte. ' 'V f 

They experienced tho tenalon and an.slety accom- 
panying the financial collapse in Vienna, once the 
city of laughter and nni.sic, tlio lapld deflation of the 
German mark ending in its litter worthlcssness, the 
ciiaos and oxcitcnient in Furia w'hcn tlio Stavlsky af- 
fair came lo light. Tlicy. «liw, tU? rise ot tho nmve- 
rocnts that are prominent h« tho world today. 
Through an IJngli.sh journalist tliey learned ot the 
horrors ot famine that tlic Soviet Government luid to 
contend with 'in the early yetira oC its existence. 
There ia on excellent and 'Impiirtlal ' description ot 
early communistic Hussia, though some uC the 
fjccnes arc rather gruesome. 

The natural anllpatliy of (he French for the tlor- 
mans, tho.io barbailaii.s acro.sH tlio rrontlcr, i.-i ana- 
lysed as also the Ccrninn attitude towards Iho French. 
Ono feels throu^'hout thai tho refugees oro only a 
minute imrt of tho mililona upon nillliona of people in 
tottering, war-torn Kuropc, and tlut tho movements 
.•iueeping Ihu continent uro inoro important than the 
individual history ot any ono of tho characters, Tiie 
Individual history is Interesting Insofar an it is bound 
up with Iho great tendencies ot tho day. 

From ISuropo Iho scene shirts to America. Here, 
in conlin.sl lo the poverty ot tho elder coiitlncnl, tlic 
.Americans sccni to luivo found tho secret of making 
money. Ucfore the i.'rash pf 4020 thoy.are bu!<y mak- 
ing money In llie. stoçk market, gunihllng on fumls 
that <lo not e.xlsl, pud having, In their own slang 
tcrni.'>, " a darn aaoil lime." 'I'helr dynaiuli: pcrsun- 
ulity is utterly incoiiiprclicnslblo al first to tho lius- 
»ian lempcrunient, with tin molanclioly, .lin passion, 
its moods, and its inclination lo dolt-plly. Then comes 
the crash, nnd tho Americana loo fuco the problem of 
poverty with billorncsri In tlii.ii- lu-iirl.'-. tmvuiii^ llni.si! 
European countries that buViuwcd fruiii tlieiii uiul 
could yot pay 

The changing wofld tKÀft» ta depleted In short 
chapters, crutnmcd wlIJi aclljin and bits of philosophy.. 
IJfo Is .seen at ils most hoi.rowfnl in h rcblloBa n«o 
burdeiicd w|tli ihu conbequejiice.-, ut llie ih'cal War. 
Tho liyois of tlio Icarlhig chu);.aulere unfold rapidly, as 
does tiiu panorama of tho Kuropcan nations, fseckiug 
reeovery 'ln a world whoro recovery seems well-nigh 
inipobblljlo. 'I'lici'e aril inleiH(,'fcnt discussinna of thu 
Totalitarian slate, llio Ver.siiillfîd treaty, iiuclal Ds- 
mucracy, and the peibbibility of Art surviving in an 
intensely mouhanlcul age 'flfough thoro aro no at- 
tempts al propaganda one feels Ihnt tho writer'^ sym- 
îialliy Ilea witli tlio struggling working, class and on 
a Ur;,'er soala with humanity as a whole, and that 
lie is filled with an absolute Jifitrcd of War. The book 
closes on an optlmlbilc nolp^ with a llttlo group of 
ni tlstlo oxlles, safely housed for the moment in £iig- 
l.inil, vi-mnllzing a future wciiM redeemed by art and 
the love uf beauty. It iu i\>,l liie oiUinil.Hiii of the 
Idcnlisl wild aeca lliu wiirld; lliroii^li 1 0 .o-culuurcii 
glasses: il is Ihc hope uf a -kciin and i'oiii|irehen»lvu 
niind lliut, in spite of many oUiiacivs. all may yel be 
well..

Jte played at charity 
concerts to pay his ' own expenses to 
farma, where lie liopcd to atudy under 
Rolla; but Rolla said he could do noth- 
ing for him and sent him to Ferdinando 
Pacr, who In turn recommonded him 
to his owu teacher, the old but wldely- 
e.vperienccd Neapoli'an coi fluctor, Ghir- 
ettl, who took him in hand at last and 
gave him lessons three days .1. week. 

When ho viaa about fifteen tho desire 
for liberty began to stir, and from then 
on ho more or less lived his own life. 
Ifo fell In with wild companions and 
for several years his hcalfh declillied 
steadily until ho was taken into th« 
protection of a lady at Tuscany who la 
known to history only as DIda, from the 
various compositions which FaganIni 
dedicated to her. 

He drifted to France where he was 
put in charge of music in the household 
of Marianne Elise, sister of Napoleon; 
but when the BonaporUsts began to 
loao favour ho fled to Jlilan and thence 
to Vienna wlioro ha gave a scries of 
concerts. After this visit to Vienna in 
ISiS ho censes to be an Italian artist 
and a local celebrity; ho becomes a cos- 
inoiiolttan and belongs lo tho whole 
world. 

Taking Paganini'.^i lite as a whole we 
can never rank hiin among the really 
happy men. True he had his supremely 

liappy moments; but In tho main his j 
lii'o was H succession ot heights and 
depths— periods when his phy.$lcal con- 
dition was almost hopeless, when he 
suffered extreme poverty and despair — 
and then again when he hold audiences 
breafliieiis and spellbound with the 
ningic of his an.
